Our County Bailtoad Stock. 


ThcRcpublic.m complains of bad management 
because our county railroad stock was not sold 
at a time when it might have been for 85 cents 
on the dollar. 
We much doubt if »here ever has 
been a time v^hen this stock would jiave realized 
that sum in cash ; but even if there has, it was 
at the period when Judge Hanna, whom the 
Republican recommends as a model-man for Co 
Commissioner, was entrusted with the charge of 
this matter, as agent lor the county'—so the 
commissioners are not to blame. 
The truth is, 
as all know, at the time the stock would have 
sold, no cne wished to dispose of it, as there was 
a general belief, it would soon command a pre- 
mium. 
Mr Bailey is somewhat notorious as a 
railioad financier, and his friend Bayless. whose 
views he echoes, also has some reputation that 
way. 
Both of them hold stock in the same rail- 
road company as the county does.

To place the matter beyond cavil, wc give 
from the record a brief view of what Mr. Ham 
ilton did in the conventien on the negro ques 
tiOB. 


On page 171 of the Proceedings, it appears 
that Mr. Hawkins offered tlie tollowing resolu- 
tion : 


Resolved, That the committee on tbe elective 
franchise and apportionment of representation 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of 
providing, by a clause into the new Constitution, 
"tbat a majority ot the legal votes of this State 
at a general election, by a direct vote upon the 
subject, may extend tbe right of universal suf- 
frage." 


'I'he question being upon the adoption of the 
resolution, the yeas and nays were demanded 
and they were ordercd- 


Mr. HOVET proposed to amend the resolution 
by inserting in its piseper place the words "ox 
cept negroes and mulattoes " 


Mr. COLFAX said 
that he was desirous 
of 
a vote on the original 
proposition, and 
wouhi, 
therefore, 
move to lay the amendment 
of Mr 
Hovey on the table. 


And upon this motion he demanded the yeas 
and nays. 


Tne yeas and najs were ordered. 
Ayes 36, Nays 105. 
Hamilton voting in the 
affirmative. 


It is well known that it is usual to offer amend- 
ments fur tbe purpose of prolonging 
deh&te, 
staving off the vote on the main question, and 
preventing its passage. 
With a view of getting 
at the main question, Mr Colfax moved to lay 
this amendment on the table, and Mr. Hamilton 
voted for it. 


After various other amendments were voted 
down, the main question was at length reached. 
I'age 329, 


Mr. BKRRV offered the following .• 
Strike out from the resolving ulauce, and in- 
sert "Toat tbe committee on the elective franchise 
&c., be instrucled to report a provision that 
negroes and mulaitoes shall bo voters at 
all 
elections in this state."

Incendiarism—Three Destructive Fires in 
One Week! 
On Sunday morning last, at an early hour, the 
old building at the«oornerof Columbia and Barr 
Streets, known as tbe Washington Hall, was set 
on fire. The flames spread slowly, and the en* 
gines being on the spot, their progress might have 
been arrested, but some miscreants carrie l fire 
to the adjoining buildings, and soon the whole 
row, as far as tbe old Morgan house, was bur- 
ning. 
The next building towards the west be- 
longing to John Burt, was pulled down by the 
Hook & Ladder company, by which meansWells' 
store, at the corner of the alley, was saved. 
Six 
buildings were destroyed : the contents were 
mostly saved. 
The buildings were old and 
worthless - tbe Washington Hall being the oldest 
house in tbe city, having been erected before 
tbo original plat was laid out and surveyed. 
They have long been an eye-sore and disgrace to 
that part of tho city, and will we hopo, suon be 
replaced by others more creditable to tbe locality. 


On Tuesday, about midnight, the barn and 
woodshed of Mr Jus Ritehey, on Berry street, 
adjoining Hamilton's boarding houoe, was set on 
fire and destroyed; 
Mr Hamilton's shared the 
same fate; and another west of Ritchie's, was 
also burnt down. 
The active efforts of the fire- 
men prevented further lainage. 
Mr Ritehey 
lost, besides his barn and woodshed, a buggy, 
and a large quant ty of hay, grain, &c. His loss 
amounts to $300, or $400 


Two or three hours afterwards a barn on tbe 
alley between Jefferson and Washington Streets, 
west oí Calhoun, was sjt on fire, and the ñames 
soon communicated to the adjoining barna

STEAMER AFST.%IA BURNT. 
Nearly 500 Lives Lost. 


HALIFAX 
Sept.

The brig Lotus arrived yesterday with twelve 
of the sisjy seven survivors of the steamer Aus- 
tria, burned at sea on the 13th inst. 
A passen- 
ger reports that a little after seven o'clock, on 
the evening of the I3ih, a dense voluma of 
smoke burst from ,the outer entrance to the 
steerage. 
She continued iier speed until the 
magazines exploded, when the engifies it it sup- 
posed^ were intantly suffocated 
The fire next 
burst through the lights amid ships, traveling 
aft with fearful rapidity. 


A ijoat let down on the port side #as instantly 
crushed, and others on tbe starboard s'dj were 
swamped, frohi the numbers rushi- g into them. 
All the first cabin passengers wsre on the poop, 
except a few gentlemen who mast have been 
smothered in the smoking room.

second class passengers «-ere also on the 'pcop, 
but m'any were shut up in th'6 Cabin by the fire 
Some were pulled up through the ventilator, but 
the greater number perished in the flames.

woman was drawn up who said that six were 
there alj-eady suffecated.

men jumped into the sea by two's and three's : 
some of the wonien were then already in ilames, 
some besitated, until drawn over at the last mo- 
ment by the advancing ffame;'.

, Hi/w to tell bad Eggs —Oi the many ways 
to tell bad eggs, I know of only one that I can 
put an entire dependence in. 
"It an c ^ will 
float it is bad," eays one. 
" If it la hot at both 
enda look out for it," eaya another. 
If it has 
a clear look when you hold it againat a strong 
light, have a care," saya a third, and so on for 
bilf a dozen other way? besides. 
Now any one 
lhat has tried the first uray knows that a bad 
eeg will sometimes sink; and as to the second 
plan, it is often difficult to tell in a fresh egg 
which is the warm end; and as to the plan of 
looking through an egg I would really like to 
know what can be seen in the opt ration. 
But 
the true way to tell good eggs is to put them in 
s pail of water and if they are good thej will 
lie on their sides alwitys ; if bad they ^ill stand 
en their small ends, the large enda always up- 
permost,'unless they have been shaken'consider- 
ably, when they will stand cither end up 
Therefore a bad eg;; can be told by the way it 
rests in water—always end up, never on its side. 
Any egg that lies flat is good to cat and can be 
depended upon.

Marking Ink for i??;en—Take nitrate of 
•uyor, eleven graios, say drops, gi;m arab'r; 
twenty grains ; liquor of ammonia, thirty grains 
In mixing the ingredients, dissolve the gum in 
the water first, and then the soda—now dissolve 
the nitrate of silver in the liqour of ammonia 
When the solutions are complete, mix the two 
fluids in a glass vessel, and boil them for a min- 
ute or so; when cold it is ready for upo, A 
common oil flash is a capital vessel lor the pur- 
pose, provided the oil has been well cleaned out 
of it by means ot strong soap and hot water. 
Though of glass, they may be placed on a clear 
fire, and water boiled in them without any fear 
of breaking. 
In marking linen with permanent 
inks care should be taken that the fiibric i<! per- 
fectly dry, as this prevents the ink from running 
and it is eygential at all times to use only quill 
pens. 


Raw Meat in Dysentery.—Dr Weisse, of St 
Petersburg, first in 1845, advised the employment 
of the lean of raw meat, very finely minced, in 
the chronic diarrhea of children, giving two 
epoonfuls four times a day. Since then the same 
practicc has often been extended to various form!» 
of the obstinnfe diarrhea with good efi"ect. JNl 
Pensa, now practicing in Egypt, reports the ben- 
efit he has derived in several ca.«-os of f-evere 
dysentery occuiring in adults from the employ- 
ment of raw or nearly raw niinccd meat, given in 
doses ot two or three ounccs three times a day.— 
Medical Times.
